Would it be 
possible to get along without regular school desks for the 
time being’?

The funds necessary 
for these temporary day schools will not be taken from Band 
Funds, as it is the Department's practice to pay all educat- 
jonal costs from Parliamentary Appropriation.

It is desired that a “clothing room" be built in the centre of 
the Dormitories,- that is, one clothing room in each wing to 
serve both the Dormitories adjoining. ese Clothing Rooms might 
be about 8' x rway from each Dormitory to

The Principal reports much trouble from lockers accessible to the 
children, whereas under the proposed arrangement the children will 
not have access to the lockers except when under direct supervision. 


The Principal desires an observation window to be placed in the 
walls of the Staff Rooms adjoining large Dormitories, if feasible.

The room shown as “Drugs and Stores" to be included with the 
Staff Room to the right, and both rooms thrown into one large 
room to receive the bales of clothing, etc, which come annually 
in large quantities. Having an Indian Hospital near at hand it 
was not considered necessary to retain a room for Drugs. 


In view of the suggestion that the "Second Floor" shown in the 
Lytton plans be omitted, it is considered advisable to retain 
the Infirmaries as extra Dormitories should those shown in the 
ngs prove inadequate. The Principal thinks these rooms may not 
be needed as Infirmaries because of the availability of the 
Indian Hospital, but he thinks they may be needed in case of 
the space in the Dormitories on the one floor being overcrowded, 
in which event he would assign the older pupils to these rooms. 


If equally economical, and otherwise suitable, it is desired 

that the new building have a gable roof instead of flat roof. 

If a gable roof be provided, it is desired that a Spire be omitted. 
Owing to excessive winds and driving storms, spires have given 
trouble, and are difficult to keep weather-proof. Instead of a 
Spire, the Principal requests that a small finial with Cross be 
placed over the central gable above the school entrance. 


The Principal requests that a Farm Instructor's Residence be 
provided apart from the school building, and that this be 
erected in the near future. The present Farm Instructor is 
proving an invaluable employee, and is bringing the school 
farm into excellent productivity and efficiency. 


The Residence now being occupied by the Reverend Principal and 
his family might well be demolished when the living quarters in 
the new building are ready. This building has already been moved 
twice, and is scarcely worth moving again. It is "ramshackle" in 
appearance, difficult to heat, extremely inconvenient in its 
interior arrangements, and would be altogether incongruous 
alongside a new, modern building. Its esent situation is just 
off the proposed site of the new building. It is needed as a 
residence for the Principal and family until the new building is 
ready for occupation, and then I consider it will have served 
the past and present generations sufficiently, and might then 

be carefully taken down, and any materials of value could be 
used again in unimportant outbuildings, or otherwise disposed of. 


The Principal requests that a one name-plate, with inset letter- 
ing (or other suitable name-plate) be placed over the main 
entrance of the school. 


I think the foregoing items include about all the 
suggestions that were thought of at our joint conference, and in 
respectfully submitting them for your kind consideration we recognize 
that there may be difficulties in the way of granting all the requests 
mentioned, or mkkme reasons for modifying them. However, there was a 
constant effort to avoid extravagance, and to ask onl those 
things which seem important for the efficient adminis

Mr. Gibney showed me 8 copy of the memorandum which 
head been prepared by Mr. Gardner-Smith in consultetion with 
himself, and also a copy of the suggestions which he himself was 
forwarding to you in connection with the proposed plans for the 
new School which he hed examined. Beyond the suggestions made by 
Mr. Gibney, 811 of which I approve, I have only & few remarks to 
offer, and these are as follows:- 


1. A suitable garage is a necessity and should be built as part 

of the main School puilding in order that it may be heated 

from the central heating plant. A motor car is required 
summex and winter in connection with the School work all 
over the prairie provinces, and my recent visit to Southern 
Alberta when the weather was at times 50 below zero, convinced 
me that a heated garage is 8 necessity. The suggested location 
of this garage, 98 given by Mr. Gibney, appears to me to be 
suitable. 


The Principal's yesidence should be large enough to include 4 
bedrooms and a den or study. 

Owing to the dust-laden winds which prevail at times in Alberta, 
the glazed verandah off the living room of the Principal's 
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residence is very necessary, and I trust it may be provided, 
and have the sun porch above it as requested by the Principal, 
as well. 


The plans do not make provision for an Indian room, and this is 
@ very essential part of a residential school building. 


A partition should be installed on the first floor so as to 
keep the two sides of the building separate. 


I should like to suggest that this School be provided with 
spiral fire escapes instead of the ordinary ladder type which 
the younger children find it very difficult to use. So far 
as I know the spiral type has not been supplied to any Indian 
Residential School, and even though the cost might be greater 
than the ladder type, I am of the opinion that they are the 
safest and should be provided. 


School Fil 
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I have already addressed a separate communication fo the 
Secretary with regard to the provision of a Farm Instructor's 
cottage.

The Farm Instructor who is 
a@ very efficient man, and who is at present living with his wife 
at a very considerable distance from the School site, should be 
comfortably and conveniently settled when the time comes to 
begin the Spring work, and I trust that prompt action may be 
taken in this matter.

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I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 12th. instant No. 104-1-5, informing me that Dr. Westgate 
had written to the Department urging that provision be made 
this year for a Farmer's cottage at the Old Sun's Indian 
Residential School. If it is the intention of the Department 
to rebuild this school there is no doubt a residence should 
be built for the Farmer, provided he is a married man. At 
some of our schools they are not particular whether the 
Farming Instructor is married or not, and in the past we have 
had a single man at the 01d Sun's School so far as I know, but 
if Mr, Bate is a married man he should have a home. At the 
present time the Farmer is living in an Indian cottage about 
half a mile from the school, and this arrangement is yot very 
satisfactory. A request for a cottage was made in September 
last by Dr. Westgate, and I informed the Department that there 
was no urgent need for it at the time. The cottage at the 
St. Paul's School on the Blood Reserve cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $4000.00, and it would perhaps cost $4500.00 to 
puild a similar cottage at Old Sun's, that is by putting in 
the plumbing, etc.

With further reference to my letter of Feb. 7th, and 
your reply to the same on Feb. 12th, 104-1-5, relative to the 
provision of a Farmer's residence at the Old Sun Indian 
Residential School, I beg to state that in a letter just 
received from the Rev. F. h. R. Gibney, Acting Principal of 
this School, and dated Feb. 19th, he informs me that the 
{mmediate need of this residence has been accentuated through 
the decision of your Department to have the house which is at 
present occupied by the Farm Instructor, fitted up a5 & residence 
for Dre Windsor, the Medical Health Officer. Mr. Gibney's letter 
reads, in part, 4s follows:- 


" The Department may not be aware of the fact that we have

The contractors’ superintendent, ,at present in charge 
of his firm's interests here, informs me that they have had ve 
unsatisfactory result vith gypsum partitions in a previous job. 

I states that their Mr. Wyndels intended writing you on the 
subject, but owing to his illness in the hospital at present,the 
letter may not have been written. His objections to gypsum parti- 
tions are that it is flimsy, plaster adheres poorly and cracks 
develope badly, and door frames soon become insecure unless traming 
is carried up to the ceilings. He suggests ordinary hollow tile 
partitions in place of gypsum. I promised to pass his views on to 
you, but told him that unless you authorize a change we must adhe 
to the specifications in this regard. 


Mr. Ducharme also asks if the stucco walls leading to the & 
Chapel are to be of frame construction, or if you intend these 
walls to be of fire-proof construction too; and in the latter case, 
what material do you wish used? 


The excavating is nearly completed, and a start will soon 
be made on the concrete. The aajoining old ruin is being demolishea 
and surplus earth is being used for filiing and levelling. are 
carrying up concrete walls, 10'x 10', enclosing the former well, 
on which to erect tne ruture pump house, as inaicated in my letter 
of tne llth instant.

We shall change the stucco walls leading to Chapel from 
stucco to brick veneer and 4" tile. I have wired the Truscon Steel 
Co., of Winnipeg, notifying them of this change, so that the I Beams 
will be of sufficient strength to carry the Slightly added load; also 
I asked them to send an extra I.Beam to Span over the Servery where 
there is no carrying wall. 


Both the Indian Agent and the Reverend Principal have 
requested that full size screens be placed over all windows, instead 
of the half-screens specified for most windows. The Special reason 
for this request is that the locality is subject to bad hail storms, 
and that the windows mm would have been smashed Several times in 
recent years, and particularly on one occasion, had it not been for 
the full-size screens used on the former building.

Dear Mr. Orr: 


There seems to be some difficulty in understanding 
just what finish the various floors are to receive. Would it be 


asking too much for you to amplify the Specifications in this 
regard? 


The Reverend Principal asked me to-day if it would 
not be possible to provide a soft water cistern to receive the 
rain water from the roofs of the laundry and chapel. He states 
it 1s not only desirable to have some soft water for the laundry 
but that it is essential that water other than the well water 
be available for the heating boilers on account of the soda 
content in the well water causing the heating boilers to foam 
and blow off through the safety valves. In the past it has been 
necessary to haul river water for the heating boilers and laundry 
boiler, which was found a great inconvenience. It is considered 
that a 2000 gal. concrete tank placed underground outside the 
laundry, with pumping connection in the laun and overflow to 
drain, would meet the requirements. The cost of a soft water 
supply as indicated would be about $300.00. If authorized, I 
could have it installed while other concrete work is being 
performed. Will you please instruct me in this matter.

{he general work of construction advanced at a very satis - 
factory rate of speed during Sept, Oct. and ovr, the weather 
being favorable for outside work. However, with the advent of 
December came snow and cold weather, and we are now in the 
grip of the worst storm yet experienced since the job started. 
yor a full week the temperatures have been gub-zero, reaching 
16 degrees below zero last night. To-day at 3.50 P.M. the 
thermometer is at 68 below, with a cutting north wind, and 
light snow falling. 


The outside brickwork is temporarily halted by the cold 
weather. liost of the outeide brick walls are completed, 
including the walls of chapel, laundry, both wings, and 
residence, but the last storey of the main puilding is not 
much more than started, and the chimneys are yet to be built. 
{he bricklayers are now erecting the tile partitions in the 
basement, and to-morrow will start erecting the gypsum par - 
titions in the residence. Storm gash have been placed in most of t 
the window openings, and several coke-burning heaters have been 
set up, and a working temperature is thus obtainable for some 
of the inside mason work. 


The heating boilers arrived a few days &go, and were got i 
into place yesterday. The openings which had been left to admit 
the expected Spencer boilers proved inadequate for the boilers 
supplied, and considerable cutting of brickwork was inevitable 
to get them in. This was carefully done, and will be restored 
without detriment to the building. The heating boilers seem 

i etory, being much like the Birchfield boilers in 
¢ton school, and are the product of the Vulcan 
jron Works, of Winnipeg. e hot water storage tank and 10 .P. 
high pressure boiler have also arrived, and it is proposed to 
utilize the latter boiler for t porary heat until the large 
heating boilers can be made ready. 


; The roofing contractor is also here, and to-day is 
laying the roofing paper over the residence, but 1 am advising 
him to await more moderate weather bef 

efore starting on any 


&. 


f y roofing work. 1 am afraid of subsequent buckling of the 
re if laid in extremely cold weather. 


The electrical sub-contractor is carrying along his 
work well, and keeping ahead of the trades which will follow. 


The plumber is also well along with his roughing-in, and 
doing good work. 1 made a@ water test of his work as far as it 
was ready, and there was not a single leak. 


The heating contractor's men were here some time in 
advance of the arrival of the boilers, and have the steam mains 
in place all through the basement, and are now making the 
connections to the boilers. The Trane heating specialities will 
be used on this job. 1 should have preferred the Dunham, but 
had no ground for refusing the Trans. 


The concrete slabs have been run on all floors, and 
at present look satisfactory, but 1 shall examine them more 
closely when heat is available, and the frost driven out of 
the building. Should there be any faulty spots, 1 shall have 
them relaid in respect of same. 


The roofs are all sheeted in, and ready for the tar 
and gravel, with the exception of the main building, as 
already mentioned. 


The gypsum tile has been delivered in the building. 1 
am in communication with the gypsum manufacturers, and have 
their detailed specifications for erection of same, which we 
shall endeavour to follow to the letter. 


The rate of progress has inevitably slowed down in 
conseyuence of the extreme weather we are now experiencing, but 
we're hoping for the early arrival of a Chinook, and then 
we should be able to get back into high gear again.

As advised in my Report of the 11th instant, the work of 
construction had slowed down in consequence of severe wintry 
weather, and this condition has been continuous since. No 
outside brickwork worth mentioning has been done during the 
past fortnight, and there still remains to be done the carrying 
up of the top storey of the central portion of the main building, 
and the completion of the chimneys. A week or ten days of suitable 
weather should enable the outside brickwork to be completed. 


The erection of the interior tile and gypsum partitions is 
completed, except for the unfinished portion of the main building.

This would Give more power, and take a cheaper 
rate. To make this change would entail running two No. 8 conductors, 
change cross arms on existing poles, and extra @uying, also 
necessary connections. The motor as at present installed in the 
pump house of the barn would not Pass inspection, and should be 
wired in conduit, and provided with an externally operated switch. 
This service should also be Grounded. To do this work, and make 
the changes indicated, would cost $103.00. To provide and install

With reference to my letter of March 19th regarding a well- 
house and permanent water service for the above mentioned job, 
I am not yet in receipt of the Department's instructions. As 
mentioned in previous correspondence, we carried up concrete 
foundations around the old well the former building to 
carry a well-house 10'x 10'. Thé contractors installed a 
temporary pumping plant at the old well for their own use, 
and put a rough building over it as a protection against the 
weather. 


Indian Affa 


We have already carried a gal- iron pipe line from the well 
to the new building, and connected it to the pressure tank in the 
room designated for that purpose. It now remains for the Depart~- 
ment to erect the well-house and install a permanent pumping 
plant. In my letter of March 19th I gave my reasons for 
recommending the installation of a particularly stur and 
efficient Crane motor-driven (3 HP) pumping service. 


I received the Department's authority to enclose the space 
under the two verandahs of the gechool for storage purposes. I 
am delaying this work pending the decision regarding the suggested 
brick well-house, for the reason that one small car of bricks 
will do both jobs. 


In our new school building we have 86 casement windows. No 
adjusters are specified, and I'm certain if some means be not 
adopted for controlling these windows they will suffer serious 
damage, and will damage the plaster by swinging back against it. 
I have explored the market trying to find a suitable adjuster for 
windows swinging in, and adapted to our type of construction. The 
ordinary adjusters will not do. We might use a barrel bolt 
attached to the lower bar of the sash, but this would just allow the 
window to open a little; also there would be scratching of the 
stool. Ashdowns procured for me a sample "Rixson" adjuster which 
I have tried out and found fully satisfactory. It is attached to 


the top of the window frame and to the top rail of the casement 
ent, 
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Nas it works by tension, regulated by an easily operated set 
screw. In other words, a degree of stiffness is attained which 
prevents the sash from being blown about in the wind, and yet 
the sash can be readily pushed shut or drawn open as required. 
The adjuster when installed is up out of the way. Ashdowns quote 
a price of $1.25 each, and the adjusters would have to be 
imported, as I appear to have procured the only one in Alberta. 
If the Department considers the outlay too great to equip all 
the casements with adjusters, it occurred to me that perhaps it 
would answer well enough if we placed adjusters on the alternate 
casements where they come in pairs, and fasten the adjoining 
window shut. This would reduce the number to about 4 dozen. Or 
must we fall back on bolts? Will you please instruc} me as soon 
as possible in this regard, so that these windows may be 
equipped against damage to themselves and to the plaster. 


I duly received the Department's letter of the 24th ultimo 
giving additional names of firms from whom prices are desired 
for the cupboards, lockers, etc. Within a few days I hope to 
send the additional quotations for consideration. 


The general work of construction is now well advanced, and 
the contract should be completed by the end of this month. I 
enclose a couple of snap-shots, but hope to have better photos 
of the building to send you soon.

On the grounds that this was @ 
Government job and on the grounds that the 
general contractor in charge of the work 
died during the progress of the work, we 
had assumed that we would be protected in 
the settlement of accounts on this job. 


We are still of the opinion 
that the Inspector of this work should not 
have issued the final certificate before 
obtaining a clearance from us for our 
account. 


There does not appear to be any 
hope of obtaining a payment from the Winnipeg 
Trust Company on this work as they claim to 
have paid the plasterixg contractor in full. 
The plastering contractor is, in turn, an 
irresponsible party against whom there would 
be no object in taking legal action. 


We are investigating this matter 
further and will communicate with you later 
in the matter.

As I reported to you previously, the dedpseated 
pumping plant at this institution broke down on Sunday, October 
2nd, and in a few hours no water was available for the school. 
I immediately secured the services of Mr. L. Michael and on 
inspection he found that the repairs would take some time to 
effect. In the meantime the school was carrying water in lim- 
ited quantities, of course, from the barn well. A large sprock- 
et wheel was broken and this had to be taken to Calgary and 
electrically welded because @ new wheel could only be secured 
in the United States, and this wold take at least one month. 
So far, the welding has held. It was also necessary to get @ 
new silent chain as the one in use had stretched and could not 


be repaired. 


I draw all this to your attention because the 
Department has not yet been advised, and recent letters and 
circulars emphatically state that emergency @xpenditures must 
be reported immediately. This pump hae been & continual source 
of trouble. I believe it is required to lift too rreat a weight 
of water at each stroke as it is equipped with a 32" pipe. The 
cause of the trouble has not yet been definitely ascertained. 
Fluctuations in voltage in the power line were suspected and 
the Calgary Power Company installed a volt meter to check this 
up. Whatever the cause, the pump had to be repaired as quickly 
as possible and Mr. Michael ha@ @one good work and his account 
is less than I expenoted.

I have the honour to report on an ine 
spection of the Old Sun's School which I made on the 
19th, instant, during my recent visit to the Black 
foot Agency. 

There were 89 children present ,-~ 50 
boye and 39 girls ~~ which number is two in excess 
of the total enrolment. 

I spent all afternoon between the two 
classrooms of the School, and in my Opinion, both 
teachers are very efficient in their work and are 
obtaining splendid results, Mr. Gooderham, the Agent, 
was with me, and we were both of the opinion that 
the children were responding well, taking into con~ 
Sideration that all the Older children spend so much 
time out of the classroom, 


HEALTH: 
The children presented a well-kept 


appearance, and they are evidently being well fed 
and cared for in every way. I checked up on the 
amount of milk they were receiving as well as other 
food, and they are receiving an abundance of every~ 
thing. Seventeen cows were being milked, and at 

the present time they are getting an average of 380 
gallong of milk per month. This supply 1s sufficient 


to provide all the milk required for the children as

well as butter, which they have on the table at all 
meals. 

I checked over the clothing supply and 
found that they are well provided with changes of 
apparel. 

INING OUTSIDE OF CLASSROOM WORK: 

I questioned the cook, girls' matron, &Ce 

as to what instructions the girls were receiving in the 


way of cooking and other household work. I saw the 


girls at work doing cooking, sewing, ironning, &c., and 


must say they were doing very nicely. In the summer 
they are taught milking, but the boys do this during 
the rest of the year. 

The boys at this institution do all the 
outside work. I have mentioned that they do most of 
the milking, and besides this they do practically all 
the work on the land as well as the general chores. 
One thing, however, that is certainly needed here is 
a work shop of some kind. No instructions in black~ 
smithing or carpentering can be given to the boys as 
they have no place to work. I wonder whether it would 
not be to the advantage of the Indians to build work 
shops at the two schools in this Agency out of Band 
Funds,-~-I am quite sure that the Indians would readily 
agree to have this done, but I am merely putting this 
in the form of a suggestion. 


BUILDING: 
The school itself, of course, is new, 


and in first clase shape. It is evident that the 
best of care is being taken of the entire building

The condition of the farm a few years ago was very 
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bad, and before much can be accomplished, the land 
has to be brought under a proper state of cultiva~ 
tion. Most of the land under cultivation is sandy 
and without irrigation will not yield very much, 

The outbuildings at this institution, 
with the exception of the barn, are simply terrible. 
I will admit that I arranged for the erection of 
these buildings, &c Some years ago, but at that 
time I had only $1,000 to spend, so had to keep 
within that amount. The reason that the school 
has not been keeping chickens is that they have 
no chicken coop. 

The machinery all seemed to be well 
taken care of and was all in good order except the 
well. The school is having some trouble with the 
cyllinder in the well, and I am arranging with Mr. 
Fetterley, from the Water Power Branch, to go down 
on Monday to look this over.

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1. Purpose of Report. 

While in Gleichen on January 30th on the 
proposed Irrigation Scheme for Old Sun Indian School, Mr. 
Christianson, Inspector of Indian Agencies, Mr.Gooderham, 
Indian Agent, and Mr.House, Princi » requested the 
writer to advise them regarding re r of the well at the 


School. As no extra expense or time was involved he 


acceeded to their request. 


iI.Condition of the Well. 


The well is 175 feet deep. The pipe is 
diameter, the cylinder 34". The cy der is about 20" 
long. The pump was the highest priced pump on the market 
at the time it was installed costi over $1000. It is 
very strongly built. The Government demanded a 1000 
gallons per hour capacity. In order to obtain this 
capacity a 34" cylinder was installed. This produced a 
load on the pump which was too ose to the ultimate 
factor of safety and consequently the pump is overloaded. 
A weight of 150 lbs. per sq.inch is exerted on the plunger. 
As a consequence it has been breaking down more and more 
frequently during the last year or more. It now ceases to 


function almost every week, leavin ne school without water 


for several hours at a time while it is bein; 

The valve breaks through after a short time 
and is made into a washer. The cylinder and rods have 
to be removed and repatred and are mtinual source 

The overloading of the pump causes different 
portions to break. One main 16" drive wheel broke and 
a new one had to be purchased in the United States,the 
pump having been obtained originally from Ward Love Pump 
Corvoration of Rockford, Iilinois, through Crane's Ltd. 

The main drive chain also broke but was welded. It did not 
fit properly having stretciied because of jerking, and will 
have to be replaced ultimately at a cost of $100. 

The pump does not get credit for the amount of 
work it does. ‘the School uses upwards of 6000 or 7000 
gallons per day when run to capacity. 

the rods, 175 feet in length, have repeatedly 
been broken and splintered during the frequent removals 
and replacement for repair. Some of these will have to be 
replaced.

The lower half of the cylinder can be used for a few years 
and then, if and when necessary, the rods can be shortened 


by cutting off a foot from the u rend, provided the 
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lower part of the cylinder becomes so worn that new 


leathers will not repair it. The upper half of the 


cylinder can then be used. Thi method will double 


the life of the cylinder without having to r 


as 9 men days are eccupied each time it isr 


The capacity of the pump will then be 750 gallons per 


hour instead of 1000 gallons.

I found there were 85 children on 
the register; 6&3 present and 5 were at 
the hospital as T.B. patients. 

HEALT. 

The health of the children at the 
school seews to be good: There was no 
sickness of any kind at the time of my 
visit although a few children were under 
observation for T,B, and these children 
are given a rest period every afternoon. 

I checked over the clothing supplied 
to the children and found that this was 
ample: Every child has three or four changes 
of clothing, and they are well dressed. I 
learned from the Principal that their method

TRAINING OUTSIDE OF CLASSROOM WORK: - 


Besides their academic instruction 
the children follow the generel routine in 
vogue in practically every Indian boarding 
school. When the girls graduate they are 
fairly well fitted to look after their own 
homes as they are taught sewing, cooking, 
and general household science. They do the 
milking during the summer time end are taught 
how to make butter. The boys do the milking 
during the winter. I was there while they 
were milking, and was telling them that I 
hoped they would continue to do this after 
they left school. 

In addition to this, the older boys 
are taken by the Principal every afternoon, 
for about two hours, to the carpenter shop 
where they are taught to do a certain amount 
of carpenter work. They are also taught by 
the Farming Instructor to repair machinery, 
&c. The work on the land, such as cultivat- 
ing, &, 18 all done by the boys attending 


the school. 
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FARMING? — 

The farming operations at the school 
have not been very sucoeseful on acount of 
the drouth, They only threshed 490 bushels 
of oate last fall and the balance of the 
crop was cut for feed. They had 7 tons of 
potatoes and about a ton and @ half of turn. 
ips and some other Small garden truck, 

The only cattle kept at the school 
ere cows and heifers, and they have 41 head 
at the present time and as a rule they have 
15 or 20 cows milking. At the time of my 
visit they were milking 17. A register is 
kept of the quantity of milk that comes in- 
to the school @very day and in checking it 
over I found that there are approximately 
700 gallons of milk produced each month and 
the average amoynt of butter made per month 
is about 190 pounds. Both milk and butter 
are used by the Staff and the children of 
the school, I am quite sure the Department 
will see that the children here are getting 

all the milk they can drink; they also get 


butter with most of their meals, 


The school building itself is ina 
Tiret class state of repair: The Department 
have supplied a small quantity of paint each 
year which has helped to keep the interior 
of the school looking bright and clean. The 
painting is done by the staff and the ojder 


boys, There is a lack of Cupboard space in 


the dormitories, 
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Buildings & Equipment, (Continued) ,- 


The only out-building worth mention— 
ing is the barn. Thie building is in good 
shape and is kept very clean and tidy. The 
exterior, however, is badly weather-beaten 
and the paint is practically all worn off. 

As s00n as arrangements can be made it should 
certainly be painted to preserve both the 
shingles and the siding. There is a silo 
ettached to the barn, and it has been used 
regularly. It is now rotting, and I believe 
it is beyond repair: High winds have caused 
it to shift on the foundation and it is lean- 
ing to one side, The other out-buildings 

are not very good, and if my memory serves 

me correctly they were all put up for lease 
than $1000.00; but they are answering the 
purpose for the present, at least. As I 

have mentioned on several previous occasions, 
thie school requires a chicken-hovee, and 
this should be provided, 

As this school is connected with the 
hydre-electric, we have no expensive machin- 
ery here, with the exception of a few motors. 
The only machinery is a low-pressure boiler 
which furnishes the hot water to the school, 
and a high-pressure boiler for the laundry. 


I had a talk with the fireman who also handles 


the boilers and motors, and as far as I could 


ascertain, he has the necessary papers to look 
after a high-pressure boiler. He seems to 


keep the machinery in good working order.

Purpose of Keport. 

Mr. G.Gooderham, Indian Agent, of Blackfoot 
Reserve, Gleichen,Alberta, phoned this office on 
¥eb.6, stating that the well at Old Sun School was 
failing. He stated that he had written to the Indian 
Department at Ottawa about VYeb. 1 on the matter but 
that as some days would elapse before our Calgary Office 
would receive instructions, and since immediate action 

emed necessary, he wished to have the writer 

investigate immediately. He stated that no expenses 
would be needed on the part of this office as he would 
supply gas, meals,etc. 


fhe writer, after consultation with Mr.Hoover, 


proceeded to Gleichen on ¥Yeb.7. He interviewed Mr. 


Michel, Gleichen plumber, who has been attempting to 
habilitate the well; Mr.Gooderham and Rev.Mr.House, 
Principal of the School. 
2. Result of Investigation 
(a) Yormer Activities 


Reference to a report by the writer dated 
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irs. 
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¥eb.2, 1955, wiil indicate that the original well contained 
a 3i" pipe and 3{" cylinder, installed in 1930. The pipe 
and cylinder were found to be too large, causing 


breakages, the load being too heavy for the plant. 


Consequently a 3” pipe and 2}" cylinder were installed. 


This installation worked efficiently, until about Dec.25 
1934. Trouble has occurred every day since then, a period 
of over six weeks. 

(ov) Primary Cauge. 

The primary cause of the trouble appears to 
be the lowering of the water table; in other words, the 
supply of water is lessening, the pump is removing water 
faster than it comes into the well. Ewery well in the 
vicinity of Gleichen has lessened considerably, including 
the two town welle,during the last year. 

(c) Behaviour of Wall. 

The trouble began about Christmas. The pump 
activates for several hours. It then ceases to yield water. 
The plumber from Gleichen, Mr.Michel, then goes to the 
school (one mile south), disconnects the working head, 
and raises the rods and plunger a few inches in the 
cylinder (working barrel) by means of a chain and block 
which he installed in the pump house. After the first 
release the whole string jumps a foot, apparently releasing 
eir. It then settles down and he recommects everything. 
The pump will then activate properly for the rest of the 
day. Next morning he repeats the operation. Since 


Ghristmas he has had to do this every day except two days. 
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The writer tested the capacity of the well on 


¥eb.7,1955. The well was idle for about half an hour 


while being disconnected and until an outside discharge 


pipe was connected. The performance was as follows: 


3.35 poem. 7% gal. per minute. 
3.40 " 
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3.50 


4.30 


Mr.Michel states that it never falls below 
5 gal x minute. He thinks that while idle the water 
rises 29' in the 8" casing of this 175' well. ‘then for 
a few minutes it pumps to full capacity (74 gal.) per 
minute. Then the water is being pumped our faster than 
it comes in and the cylinder"sucks"air. This air stays 
in the cylinder and at last becomes so compressed that 
water is prevented from coming in through the lower 
valve. By disconnecting the working head and raising the 
rods and plunger - Supposedly to a point just above the 
cylinder, the air is released and works efficiently as 
before until sufficient air accumulates to prevent ingress 
of water. In other words the cylinder becomes air-locked 
It is known that so much air enters the pressure tank that 
the regular air-compressor is not used at all. On the 
contrary air is let out of the pressure tank for half a day 


at a time through the Stop-cock on the glass gauge because 
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so much compressed air comes in with the water, It 
was noticed that the water from the discharge pipe 
yesterday was continuously full of tiny air bubbles. 


Mr.Michel states that in 18 years' experience 
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around Gleichen with wells he has never met thie

particular type of difficulty. 


(e/ MreJoe Maughan of Calgary, Well Driller. 


Mr.Maughan, who rehabilitated the well at 
Wacred Heart Indian School last year, was interviewed 
to-day on the matter. The action was described to him 
His opinion was that the length of pipe under the cylinder 
was too long or too short. He thinks that a cuum is 
formed in the cylinder instead of compressed air. Thus on 
release the water rushes in through the bottom valve. He 
also thinks that an air hole $" diameter should be drilled 
just under the working head to allow air to enter the casing 
as he thinks that a vacuum is being gradually produced 
in the casing. The writer visited Cranes Limited,who 
provided the working head. They stated that the casing 
does not fit tightly (air-tight) on the top of the casing. 
(f) Bell and Morris. 

This firm provided the Hoosier cylinder in 
us Their opinion was that a length of 14" pipe should 
be inserted below the cylinder (the well is 12' deeper 


than the pipe so that the pipe will always be below the 
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surface. This is an obvious partial solution, of course, 
and ocourred to the writer y erday. 
3. Remedies 


The troubles are apparently two in number,viz:~- @pparent 
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‘misbehaviour of the cylinder as described above. The Plant 
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has a larger capacity than the well will produce under 


present climatic conditions. Several remedies were 
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proposed, as follows:- 
(a) MxsMiche. 

Mr.Michel wanted to replace the 3” Pipe and 
ai" cylinder with a 1" pipe and 5/8" cylinder. This would 
produce 3 gal. per minute or more, being less than the 
probable 4 to 5 galecapacity of the well, and thus being on 
the safe side. The writer negatived this solution for the 
present as being too expensive after the installation of 


two years ago and also because it would produce only 2160 


Gallons per day, the requirements of the school being 6000 


gallons or more. It might be added that the present working 
head delivers with a 12“ stroke, 40 strokes per minute with 
a3 hep. motor, 0.309 galeper stroke x 40 strokes = 12.4 
U.S.gallons - 10.3 Tmp.gallons. Please note that the 
writer's full supply test was 7% gallons per minute. Mr. 
Michel then proposed another alternative. This was to 

leave the plant as it is, but to demount the 3 hep. motor 
from the top of the working head, suspend it from the ceiling 
to the east of the working head, place a pulley wheel on 

the drive shaft of the working head, and drive with a belt. 
The motor would be 7" away from the working head. The belt 


would be 7' centre to centre of pulley wheels. The pulley 


is would be chosen so that their ratio would be 
2 tol, i-e. change from 40 strok to 20 or,better 
still 5 to 2, and so reduce the strokes to 16. The 
production would then be 16 fortieths of 10.3 gallons 


or about 4 gallons per minute, which is a little less

than the apparent capacity of the well. 
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The latter is the more sensible solution. 


Mr.Gooderham, indian Agent, and Mr-House, Principal 


Mr.House thought that possibly anothér well 
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would have to be drilled. This is of course out of the 
question until the present well proves useless. He also 
was apprehensive of the fact that the 3 hep. motor on 

the working head was only doing a portion of this work and 
so he was using twice ae much electrical energy as he 
needed to activate the pump. The writer interviewed the 
Canadian General “lectric on this point. They stated that 
if a 3 hep. motor was called on to Go, say, 1} h.p.of work, 
then the electrical energy was only about 1% or 2% more 
than lj hep. In other words the energy used is directly 


proportionate to the load regardless of the hep. of the 


motor. Mr.House also complained that the power (Calgary 


Power Company's lines) fails for two weeks at a time 
occasionally, and after every thunder storm. At these times 
they have to haul water by team. He would like to have an 
auxiliary gas engine to connect up with the working head 
for use in time of failure of power. His point is well 
taken. 


He has a well under the stables motivated 


by a 3 hep. motor. This well has been condemned for human 


consumption because of location. He objected to the use 

of a 3 hep. motor here also as the load is much less than 
capacity. This well produces 3 gal.per minute by test 
yesterday. However his point is not well taken in this case 
as the above argument appertains here also as regards cost. 
The total bill for power for the two wells amounts to $55 per 
month, according to Mr.House. He thinks this unnecessarily 
high, although it does not appear so to the writer,considering 
the rates at Gleichen nearly 100 miles away from the source 

of power, Ghost Yam 

Expenses are high at the school and present 
revenue is barély sufficient to allow them to carry on. 

Mr.House would also like to have a windmill on 
the barn well to take care of this load. ‘his point is also 
well taken as he would save considerable expense. This w 
has 138' of pipe, ieee, about 140' deep. 

One water vein is at 65', the next is at 125' 
and the next at 175'. One horse power would raise 13. Imp. 
Gallons per minute to a height of 150'. Therefore 3 gal.sper 
min. would be lifted 150' by a 10' windmill producing 3/5 hep. 
in a 15 mile wind. An 8' mill would leave no factor of 
eafety. The cost of this windmill complete would be about 


$150 with a tower 35' high. 


(4) Conghusions. 


The writer tested the well for 2 houre on Feb.7, 
at the end of that time the well was still producing 5 gallons 


per minute. Mr.Michel and Mr.House both stated that the well 
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would be air-locked in the morning and would have 

to be temporarily rehabilitated. The writer 

considered waiting until morning unnecessary. 
Mr.Gooderham called at the office in Calgary 

on Saturday morning, ¥ebruary 9, and stated that Mr. 

Michel has pulled all of the pipe four times since 

Unristmas. These operations sre gradually spoiling 


all of the threads and should be done as little as 
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possible. 
After discussion with Mr.Gooderham on Feb.9 


it was decided to pull the pipe on Tuesday (Monday

is wash day). He will take a new cylinder with him 
to Gleichen, also a length of 14" pine. On receipt 
of news the writer will proceed to Gleichen on 
Tuesday and experiments will be carried on in an 
attempt to correct the difficulties. 

Meanwhile the matter of an auxiliary Lister 
engine for the house pump and a windmill for the 
barn pump, together with the question of remounting 
the motor, can be left in abeyance. The latter problem 
which is involved with available supply, may be solved 


by the use of a 14" pipe below the cylinder.

After the conversation in the Calgary Office 


with Mr.@ooderham, it was expected that Mr.Michel 

would pull the pipe and rods on Monday ,¥eb.11, attach 

the cylinder borrowed by Mr.Gooderham from Bell & Morris, 
and try again. However, Mr.House called the writer 


on the phone Saturday evening and said that there was 


seven or eight feet of pipe already below the cylinder 


and that Mr.Michel did not want to pull the Pipe unless 
absolutely necessary as the threads and bolts were 
wearing badly, it having been pulled four times since 
Christmas, Mr.Mouse wished the writer to authorize 
remounting aud gearing the motor down from 40 to 16 or 
20 strokes. 

The writer called Mr.Maughan on the phone 
today to ask him whether he would be prepared to accompany 
Mr.Hoover and himself to Gleichen on Thursday or Wriday. 
He agreed to do this providing expenses were paid together 
with a small unstated honorarium.

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1. Purpose of Reports 


This report is sulmitted subsequent to 
a Visit to the above-named school on February 16 by 
Mesers.Hoover, WneMaughan, Manager of the Union 


Drilling and Vevelopment Co. (named “Joe” in the 


preliminary report, dated Yebruary 8) and the writer. 


fhe imminence of this visit was mentioned in the report 


of ¥ebruary 8. 


Result of visifis 


The matter was discussed, and the well 
examined, by those mentioned above, with Mr,Michel,the 
plumber at Gleichen., No decision was reached as to 
whether the trouble was caused by compressed air or by 
@ Vacuum. A most searching enquiry was made by Mre 
Maughan, than whom there is no better in the ‘est, in 
the opinion of the writer, as he has obviously made a 
soientific study of these matters, being a theorecical 
ae well as a practical well man. 

His suggestion, after canvassing the matter 
thoroughly was as fol!ows!~ 


The wellets 177 feet deep. The cylinder 


is 153 fect deep. The cylinder is therefore 24' from 
the bottom of the hole. Under the cylinder is a 3" 
pipe, a continuation of the main 3" pipe, 18° long in 
which 1/4" holes were drilled by Michel below a point 


12" below the cylinder. In other worde, the last 6' 


were drilled with 1/4” holes close together. This is 
then, virtually a screens ‘The bottom of this pipe 
is plugged and would be 12* from the bottom of the hole. 
MreMaughan suggested that the cylinder be 
lowered several feet and a short piece of perforated 
pipe be placed below the cylinders The clearance between 
the vottom of pipe and bottom of hole need be only 2 or 
3 feet. Me thought that the automatic switch, whose 
limite as to minimum and maximum pressure are now 25 and 
55 bee, should be 30 lbs. and 40 lbs. respectively. This 
would prevent the present wide spread of pressures. He 
suggested that the mounting of the motor or change of 
gearing from 40 strokes per minute to 16 or 20 ve left 
for the present. “e naturally will not guarantee that 
this will cure the trouble as the cause is not yet 
certain. However, in answer to this suggestion the 
following material has been ordered for immediate delivery: 
1 length (18' or 20") of 3" plugged and reamed pipe. 
2 = 20 lengths 1-5/8" Octagonal wooden pump rods with ssa" 
Blacksmith couplings attached. 
The Crane Cos, who supplied the working head 
and automatic switch, state that the switch need not be 


replaced as the present one may be adjusted. 
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Since writing the above it has occurred to 
the writer that the trouble may be caused by natural 


gas, 1 that gas in some way became incorporated 


with the underground water about Christmas time. If 

that be the case, then the gaseous substance pumped 

into the pressure tank would be natural gas, not airs 

It would also follow that gas would be present in the 
cylinder, instead of airs In that case the accumulations 
over night in the pipe would be gas settling from the 
water and rising as far as possible, ices, to the 
cylinder. ‘Thies is rather a startling idea for several 
more or less obvious reasons. 

io test was made of the nature of the gas in 

er - the fine bubbles are easily noted in the 
free water immediately after pumping - either yesterday 
or during the last visit as air only was considered to 
be present. However one of the staff mentioned that a 
distinct odour of “coal o11" was noted in a pitcher of 
water standing over night but little attention was paid 
to this information at the time, 

Zhis new aspect of the case should and will 
be examined as soon as possible. 

My.Michel is ready to attempt anything as 
he hae reached the limit of his knowledge. Incidentally,

Regarding the brick wainscotting for the boys' play-room, 
they can do without thie for another year. I will admit it 
should be done: Mr. Orr went over the school in the winter time 
and he is familiar with what is required. The cement walks 
around the school are also required and any amount that can be 
allowed will be appreciated. The paint for the interior is al- 
80 required. We could cut this down to $100 or $125. The cup- 
boards are required, but the school can do without these for the 
present. The windmill for the barn would, of course, be a saving 
to the school as they have to pump water there for about 16 hours 
every day, which uses up @ lot of electricity. The work-shop for 
manual training is not absolutely essential at the present time. 
I trust that whatever expenditures can be allow by the Depart- 
ment in connection with the above, will be autho iéed.

In this connection I have to say that it was 
only possible to provide the following items in our 
Appropriation for this school for the current fiscal year:- 


Indian Affairs. 


Paint for interior - $150. 
Miscellaneous repairs - 460. 
Windmill for barn pump - 200. 


The Department will approve of you arranging for the pur- 
chase, from a firm on the approved list, of the paint 
required for the interior of the school building, not 
exceeding in cost the amount of $150. It is noted that it 
might be possible to cut this down to $100 or $125. If any 
saving in the amount provided can be mad this would leave 
a further amount for miscellaneous repairs. I would 
suggest, for the consideration of the Principal and your- 
self, that the funds provided for miscellmeous repairs 

be used in the purchase of cement to make walk around 
school and in supplying ami installing cupboards. However, 
the amount of $450 may be utilized as decided by the Prin- 
cipal and yourself in carrying out the work considered 
nost yogent, and you may arrange for the purchase of the 
materia 


There will be no funds thie year to erect a pig- 
house, to canplete the brick wainscotting of the boys' 
playroom or to provide a shop for manual training. 


Regarding the windmill for the barn pump, as 
stated above, the sum of $200 is available for this purpose, 
and you may arrange for the purchase, from the best avail- 
able source of supp. 


Please obtain itemized accounts, in triplicate, 
covering the cost of the above authorized expenditures, 
which you should certify and forward in the usual mamer.

All children were on holidays but a few T.B's, 
and some older girls who remained at school till after Calgary 
Stampede. Gardens at both schools are irrigated and are good. 
01d Sun school has a good fodder crop under irrigation. At 
Crowfoot grain crops were poor and are out for feed; the 
Principal augmented this by purchasing between 30 and 40 tons 
of prairie hay and wheat hay from Indians. We allowed this to 
co-operate, but God Knows, every ton offered is needed and then 
it will cost $10.00 to $15.00 per ton for extra feed for 
Indian stock. The well at Ola Suns was inspected again by an 
engineer of our Department. The water level is dropping and 
an auxillary well is needed, I believe. The basement o: this 
school is being repaired. The Chief's are prepared to 
supply nurses at the schools for the year 1937-38 on 
condition that they have T.B. experience, are recommended by 
the Medical Branch and follow the instructions of the 


Medical Superintendent; all of wh

In compliance with your request of the 5th 
instant, Mr. Snelson inspected the water supply of the Old 
Sun Indian School at Gleichen, Alberta on the 16th instant. 


This system consists of a cased well 177 feet 
deep fitted with a 3" discharge pipe and 26" Hoosier pump 
cylinder. A 3" pipe, 36" long, with lower end capped and 
15" of pefforations above cap, is attached to the lower end 
of the pump cylinder. The cap is three feet above the 
bottom of the well.

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The pump is operated by a gear head connected to 
a SH.P. 60 cycle, single phase 220 volt motor On test this 
motor ran the pump on a ten inch stroke at the rate of 36 strokes 
per minute. his gives a computed pump capacity of 5¢ gallons 
er minute. A test of the capacity of the well, made February 
‘ ve an average hourly supply of 180 gallons per hour. 
ast made on the 17th ins age hourly 
flow of but 112 gallons per hour, « cre in suvply of some 
66 gallons per hour. This decrease in supply is without doubt 
due to a general lowering of the ground water table throughout 
the district, caused by the greatly decreased annual precipitation 
of the past two or three years. This last test was made under 
most favourable conditions as the school has been closed for 
some time and therefore the daily demand on the well has been at 
a minimum. 


In as much as the discharge of the well at vresent 
is insufficient for the needs of the school, and as climatic 
conditions favouring a rise of ground w and increased sup 
to the well may or may not occur again soon, I would recomm 
that the supply of the present well be augmented by drilli 
new well on a favourable site near by. This new well should be

It is not anticipated that any further tx 
air-locks will be experienced when both wells are iu operatio 
as the combined flow from the two wells should be between 7, 0b 
and 8,000 gallons per day, while the maximum daily consumption at 
the school has been placed at 6,000 gallous per dé The “air- 
locks" of course occurred when the rate of supply of water to 
the well fell below the discharge capacity of the pump. The pump 
then "sucked" air, and built up an air-lock in the discharge 
system.

Resic al School, on the Blackfoot rese Alberta, 
was royeé by fire in June, 1925, it ® ible, 
owing to the Limited appropriation set apart for the 
roject, to rebuild et that time until the Pleckfoot Indians 
consented to loan to the Crown %90,000 from their Interest 
Account to enable the work to proceed. The Department con- 
tributed $40,900 toward the construction of the ner building. 
The present school wes constructed by the Department during 


the fiseal year 19°9- 


The loan secured from the Blac’ 4 d was approved 
by Order in Council °07 date¢ January * 40,and reads in 


part as follows: 


"The Minister states that it is proposed 
thet this amount shoul¢ be refunded to the Sand 
sithin the next two fiscsl years in conforaity 
with the Department's nolicy thit all cost of 
Indian Fducation should be defrayed from public 
funds". 


To date this loan has not been repsid although the 
desirability of making repayment has come up for discussion 
on more than one occasion during the last two or three years. 
I am anxious therefore thet consideration should be given 
this year to the desirability of providing in the supple mentary 
estimates now under consideration the sum necessary to meet 
this obligation in full.
